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CHINA AND JAPAN

‘The tension, recently develop- 
ed at Tsingtao, following the 
incidents in Manchuria and 
Korea, may be taken as sympto-

This veteran 
statesman had, at last, persuad-| 
ed Nanking to accept his oft-| 
tendered resignation was ask- 
ed to submit a report on 
he Korean affair. He visit-| 
ed Korea and ' came — to 
Nanking with his report. It 
was said to be a reasoned and 
Judicial appreciation of the 
Position, While duly recognis. 
ing where blame lay for the lack 
of provision against the out- 
break of murderous attacks on 
the Chinese, it is believed to 
have indicated that the Japanese 
authorities had themselves 
severely criticised those defects 
and had taken action to remedy 
them.

Recently the public 
hhas observed tho extreme diverg- 
ence of the view taken by Japan- 
ese and Chinese rapportenrs on 
episodes in which the nationals 
lof the two countries have been 
xanged on opposite sides. Tt is 
all the more to be regretted that 
Dr. Wang Yung-pad’s influence, 
‘which stood for a reasonable re- 
concilement of the two views, 
fhonourable to both sides, 
porarily removed. Ther‘ 
reason to be extravagantly pes- 
simistfc. Tho Chinese Govern- 
ment above all things, cannot 
desire misunderstanding with 
jany Foreign Power at this june- 
ture, least of all with Japan.

HANKOW'S TRAVAIL 

Aug. 19. 
Until full reports of the facts! 
of the terrible floods in the 
‘Yangtze Valley have come. to 
hand it is not possible to say 
Whether the sorrows of Hankow 
transcend those experienced in 
other places. It is impossible, 
however, to read the messages 
which “have been published 
during the last week without a 
most poignant feeling of com- 
miseration for the people of 
Hankow, foreign and Chinese, 
in the disaster which has over- 
taken them, Foreigners especi 
ly will feel ‘that “Hankow

series of misfortunes. Memo- 
ries there are still bitter. They 
necessarily exacerbate the fecl- 
ings generated by the thought| 
that past errors of commission 

d omission are largely respon-| 
ble for much of the suffering| 
land heavy material loss now 
incurred. This attitude does 
not, in any sense, conflict with 
Dractical sympathy for the mass 
lof Chinese peasantry whom the: 
floods have brought face to face 
with death or deepest misery. 
Already appropriate note has 
been made of that aspect of the 
floods, It is, therefore, seemly 
to draw attention to the grave 
position in which many foreign 
residents of Hankow are placed. 

‘The accounts of the progress| 




















of the floods do not yet hold| 
Promise of any abatement of 
their malevolence. In spite of 


‘that, foreigners have displayed 
a magnificent courage and 
indomitable Tapleyism. It is 
greatly to be hoped that their 
efforts and the subsidence of 
‘the deluge will prevent irr 
trievable disaster. Neverth 
less, it is plain that many of| 
them will require generous 
assistance from their  fellow-| 
countrymen in China, Already 
private individuals in Shanghai 
have intimated their readine: 
to give hospitality to refug 
from Hankow. It may be state 
without any fear of contradic: 
tion, that the foreign community 
in Hankow have only to say the 
word and Shanghai will do its 
best to provide the requisite 
istance and succour. 
‘North-China Daily New 
endeavouring to get 
with responsible foreigners there 
with the view of ascertaining, as 
jsoon as an authoritative st 
ment can be made, what act 
will be the needs during the 
next two or three months. It is 
obvious from letters received 
that, gredt though the peril at| 
the ‘moment is, there are still 
gieater dangers waiting when 
the waters go down. It may be 
necessary to organise some form 
of personal relief in order to 
prevent an outbreak of disease 
on a very large scale. 

The graphic messages which 
have c from various 
sources, in Hankow and else- 
where, indicate clearly that, be- 
fore long, there will be’ an 
evacuation of foreigners as well 
as Chinese, ‘There will be every 
incentive ‘for the people of 
Shanghai to show their sympathy 
and their practical capacity for 
dealing with emergencies in 
affording assistance to those 
refugees. It requires little 
imagination to realise the strain 
and anxiety through which these 
residents in Hankow have been 

It be earnestly 
hoped ‘that the pluck and 
endurance of the men who are 
remaining behind to endeavour 
to prevent complete disaster may 
be successful in their task. 
These are times in which the| 
common endurance of suffering 
and hardship bring forth all 
that is best in human nature, It

A RELIEF SHIP 
Aug. 21. 

A valuable constructive sug-| 
gestion was made by Dr. Cecil 
‘Robertson in yesterday's “North- 
China Daily News” for’ the 
provision of an effective measure 
of relief to the sufferers from 
the floods in the Yangtze Velley. 
Dr. Robertson very lucidly ex: 
plained the genesis of his pro- 
Posal. He was, in effect, con- 
vineed that the magnitude of! 
the disaster so appals  for- 
eigners in Shanghai that they. 
feel that even the most generous 
subscriptions of funds must, to 
a large extent, appear to be 
incommensurate with the catas- 
trophe. He therefore comet 
forward with a concrete. pro- 
posal which lends. itself, in 
the first place, to concentrated 
endeavour, and in the second to 
distinctive - and satisfactory 
operation. In brief, the idea is 
that a vessel should be charter- 
ed and equipped as a floating 
hospital. Medical stores and 
appropriate staff would be re- 
quired, but there scems to be 
Ro reson why this should not 
be provided without any great 
difficulty, "Moreover, adoption 
of this idea would ‘have the 
advantage of in no way inter- 
fering with the developments of 
the Relief Fund. It could, in| 
deed, be a useful supplement to 
the work of the organisers of 
that fund. There is a feeling! 
among foreigners that such 
efforts as they may be prepared 
to make towards the assistance 
of the sufferers from floods 
should be clearly defined and in 
no way in danger of being sub- 
‘merged in a general effort on the 
seale which the demands of thi 
situation must render inevitabl 

There are two practical ways 
in which this scheme could be 
launched. A limited number of| 
well-disposed people might get 
together and subscribe the 
necessary money to charter such

earmark some special vessel for 


this purpose is worth taking 
into account, Having acquired 
a suitable ship, the -promoters 
of the scheme would have very 
little difficulty in obtaining 
Volunteers for the medical staff 
required, and the necessary 
equipment. It has been pointed 
out in these columns that the 
effect of the floods in Hankow 
and elsewhere will be un- 
doubtedly to expose the inhabit- 
ants of the afflicted areas to 
grave dangers from  discase. 
Moreover, the actual medical 
facilities available in Hankow, 
have been completely — dis- 
located by the floods and the 

‘affs must be working under 
enormous difficulties in attempt- 
ing to cope with the heavy. 
demands now made on them. It 
believed that the Shanghai 
Municipal Council would be 
Prepared to place at the dis- 
posal of such a hospital chip, 
on suitable terms, valuable 
equipment and stores in their 
medical reserve, 

It seems that this proposal is 
one on which all might combine 
without any reservation or hes- 
itation. ‘The despatch of such a| 
ship might well be taken in 
hand, for example, by the 
British community. ‘The British 
Women's Association is at 
present handicapped by the fact 
that this is a time in which 
large numbers of its mem- 
bers are out of Shanghai. 
The Acting President of the 
Association however has in- 
timated that the past tradi- 
tions of that organisation would 
be readily invoked to help 
m the provision of medical 
equipment and generally to give

THE ANTI-JAPANESE 
BOYCOTT 
Ang. 20. 

Proof that the patienco of 
Japanese merchants in China is 
wearing thin under the prolong- 
ed provocation of the Anti 
Japanese Boycott Committee was 
contained in the moderately 
worded appeal addressed by the 
Shanghai Japanese Chamber of 
Commerce to Baron Shidehara, 
the Foreign Minister. With a 
division the 
Chinese themselves—the mote 
reasonable section being oppos- 
ed to this illegal and unwarrant- 
ed interference with trade by 8 
body which holds no official ot 
authorised position whatever— 
it does not appear that Japanese 
merchants will suffer as sevorely 
as they might, were the boycott 
@ ‘unanimous’ manifestation of 
national indignation instead 
of a minority movement of 
dubious parentage. Neverthe- 
less the public appeal by local 
Japanese merchants is not ill 
timed. It calls attention to the 
anomalous state of affairs exist 
ing. If the boycott has tacit 
governmental support, the ap- 
Peal states in effect, it almost 
amounts to an act of war, since 
its declared purpose is to brig 
about a cessation of trading re- 
lations between the two cour- 
tries. If, on the other hand, it 
is the work of a self-constituted 
body, acting without official 
knowledge, then it is right that 
attention should be called to the 
inexplicable laxity in enforcing 
the most elementary prinoiples 
of the law. Chinese, official 
and otherwise, who ‘have at 
heart the true interests of their 
country, ‘cannot but realise that 
apparent official reluctance to 
employ the forces of law and 
order against irresponsible 
pickets, may be construed uit- 
flatteringly to China's aspira- 
tions towards complete sover- 
eignty. The Government 
Nanking must be fully aware of 
the uncomplimentary nature of 
the deductions which may bé 
drawn from such laxity, as the 
recent pronouncement ‘of the 
President against illegal seizures 
of cargo proves. It is to Bs

‘The present anti-Japanese 
boycott movement is the eighth of 
its kind within the last quarter 
of a century. The history of 
these movements proves their 
futility. Only. in two cases did 
the boycotters attain their objec 
tive. ‘Then it was not through 
their own activities but through 
pressure brought to bear upon 
Japan by other Powers, the two 
gases being the occasion of the 
‘Twenty-one Demands to. Pre- 
sident Yuan Shih-kai and the 
agitation over the delay in the 
return of Tsingiao to China, 
after its occupation by Japan 
following its capture from Ger- 
many. during the early stages of 
the Great War. The first of the 
Movements took place in 1908 
and lasted for about seven 
months, the pretext being the 
alleged’ smuggling of arms into 
this country by Japanese. A 
year later ‘there was another 
anti-Japanese boycott, the pre 
text ‘this. time being ‘the exten- 
sion of Japanese influence over 
railways in Manchuria, But 
probably the most patent’ proof 
of the absurdity of this kind of 
action against Japan was. given 
when the feeling throughout the 
Tength and breadth of the coun: 
try was strongest and there was 
more unanimity in the movoment 
than has existed before or 

in 1915, when 
ion was stirred to. its 
depths by the acceptance by 
Yuan Shih-kai of the Twenty- 
one Demands, ‘Then it waa dis 
covered that students actually 
parading. the streets exhorting 
thelr fellow-countrymen to re- 
fuse fo buy Japanese goods were 
themselves wearing straw hats 
of Japanese manufacture. The

exploitation by Red agents, is 
still fresh in the memory. ‘The 
boycott which followed the 
alleged massacres at Tsinanfu 
by Japanese troops, in defence 
of their nationals when attacked 
by out-of-hand Chinese soldiery 
§8 also too recent to need re- 
calling. “It was the last of these 
movements before the present 
one and produced nothing but 
logs and _ill-feeling on both 
‘ide’ point, ‘the unpro- 
ductiveness of "boycotts of 
anything except loss and ile 
feeling, does not appear to in- 
fluence’ those who, whether 
willingly or from fear of censure 
by the noisily articulate mani- 
Pulators of the boycott, coun- 
tenance the present movement 
which seriously interferes with 
the diplomatic settlement of the 
incidents it is supposed to pr 
test against.

CHINA TEA 


Aug. 20. 
Recently attention was given 
in these columns to the decision. 
of the Chinese Government to 
introduce government tests for 
tea prior to permission to ex- 
port. Since then Mr. Wu Tsia- 
lung, of the Shanghai Bureau 
for Testing Export Commodities, 
has given his views to the Press, 
further explaining the motives| 
which have animated the gov- 
ind these also require 
consideration. Mr. Wu points out, 
that from two million cases| 
China's export of tea has 
dropped to 694,000 cases, which. 
is the last figure available, and 
part of the Bureau's work’is to 
See whether it is not possible to 











regain the position which the 
country formerly had in the 
trade. Towards this end 


research work has been under- 
taken, while as regards the 
actual inapection of tea for 
export principal attention is, 
being paid to the prevention of| 
mixing tea with ash and so) 
forth. Regarding the matter of 
colouring tea artificially Mr. Wu. 
lays stress on the harmful 
nature of such a practice and. 
adds 
We have devoted much of our] 
time to the study of natural colour! 
and flavour with the viow that in 
future all high class tea should 
have its. natural and beautiful 
preserved, thereby 
Keeping the natural flavour. It is 
often the artificial colour that 
destroys the flavour, not to men-| 
tion the harm that it does the 
consumer. Finally, Chinese tea is 
rather dusty and at present the 
packing is not very satisfactory. 
‘The Ceylon tea merchants’ good 
example in this direction ean be 
imitated with profit, 


‘There is no question but that! 
the standard of quality of China 
tea urgently requires improve- 
ment. Like most other China 
produce China tea is inferior in 
quality and is worse value for! 
the price paid than that of cther| 
growths. Improvement can cnly| 
come from many years’ educa-| 
tional work in the tea-growing 
districts. After this has been 
done it may be possible to 
enforce a standard of quality 
test before allowing export. To 
attempt to enforce such a test 
now before any educational work’ 
has been done is impossible, a 
even a small number of rejec-| 
tions would probably mean the 
bankruptey of a number of] 
manufacturers, The capital

AN ECONOMY BATTLE 
Aug, 22. 

Over a year ago the Trade 
Union Congress issued a report 
by its Economie Committee on 
the subject of “economic 
groups.” In that important 
document there occurred the 
following passage: 


“Economic theory condemns the| 
general policy’ of tariffs, but 
Political rather than economic 
considerations are usually the 
determining factor.” 


It may be suspected that the 
‘Trade Union Congress is hesitat- 
ing to accept the Government's 
proposals for retrenchment with 
this comment at the back of its 
mind. The issue is of the first 
magnitude. It embodies the 
traditional suspicion of the 
‘Trade Unions when confronted 
by any proposal tending to 
reduce the standards of living. 
That suspicion has not been 
altogether unjustified, as those 
acquainted with the _ early 
struggles of Trade -Unionism 
will agree. Nevertheless, if the 
Government “have decided to 
tackle the Unemployment In- 
surance scandal on the lines of 
the May Committee's Report by 
a percentage reduction of the 
benefits under the Insurance 
Fund acheme, they may be re- 
ducing the standard of living of 
‘the unemployed but they will be 
applying to him 
which, owing to the f 
prices, has actually been applied 
already to the workers. This 
Journal recently showed that the 
anomalous position has been 
created whereby the unemploy- 
ed are actually better doled than 
they were when the cost of 
living was higher.

‘That official view from The 
Hague is the authentic pro: 
nouncement of Mr. Snowden's 
school. It provides a retort to

It may be assumed that the 
Government will do their best to 
avoid a rupture with the Trade 
Unions.

The May Com- 
mittee pointed out that their 
proposals were merely tempor- 
ary palliatives unless the Gov- 
ernment tackled the question of 
Parliamentary, control of | ex- 
penditure, ‘The Treasury has 
often been held up as the tyrant 
suppressor of all kinds of bene- 
ficial activities. ‘The truth is 
that that guardian of the publi 
finances is severely hampered 
its task by the escape of major 
policy from its control. In the 
Cabinet the Chancellor’ of the 
Exchequer stands alone as the 
brutal obstructor of his col- 
leagues’ vote-bringing schemes. 
He should, in the view of the 
‘Committee, have the support of| 
la Cabinet Finance Committee 
which would impress on the Ca- 
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[grouping of parties under thelof prudent husbandry as per- 


manent ingredient in all poli- 
cies, A Select Committee has 
been appointed to examine the 
relation of Parliament to the 
Executive and its proposals may, 
to some extent, deal with ‘this 
weakness in financial control, 
The plain facts of the problem 
before the Government point to 
‘the need for immediate grappl- 
ing with an orgy of expenditure 
which has woefully outstripped 
national resources, The com- 
fortable belief that the feat of 
balancing the budget by finding 
the £120,000,000 required will 
solve the problem should be 
dissipated. It ean be nourished 
only by a Party cynically looking 
to the polls, without regard 
for the eventual future. During 
the next winter the stress of 
world depression will be felt in 
England as elsewhere. It will be 
futile to depend on a possible 
turn of the tide for the perman- 
ent relief of the Exchequer. 
What will be required will be a 
proper policy of reviewing na- 
tional expenditure. In homelier 
Janguage the nation has to cut 
its coat according to the cloth 
The process has been but spas 
modieally attempted. The spa- 
[cious visions of the post war years 
still exert the banefully soporific 
influence on some schools of 
thought, ‘That is why the Gov- 
ernment’s best hope lies in the 
study determination of | Mr, 
Snowden rather than in the dic 
plomatic gifts of the Prime Minis- 
ter. If there is any surrender to 
the Trade Unions on vital prin- 
ciples the problem of retrench- 
ment will remain unsolved and, 
if there is any vigour in Con:

The 
unknown factors in the crisis 
which has arisen in England a 
many, Chief among them is the 
extent of Cabinet disagreement, 
Credit must be given to Mr. 
MacDonald and his colleagues 
for the success in maintaining 
the “impenetrable veil” over 
their proposals. It hampers, 
however, the task of anyone who 
would endeavour ‘satisfactorily 
to speculate on the identities of 
the opponents to the Govern- 
ment Economy Committee's plan, 
modified by reference to the 
Conservative and Liberal lead- 
ers, Plainly the Government 
are reluctant to admit that they 
cannot prescribe for the nation. 
This reluctance must limit th 
extent to which they can accept 



































Conservative amendment — of 
their proposals. On the Con- 
servative side there is the 


natural feeling that patriotism 
may impel cooperation up to a 
point. Beyond that point they 
‘cannot be expected cheerfully, to 
contemplate a solution which 
would inevitably add to their 
opponents’ prestige in the coun 
try. ‘The mere fact that Mr. 
MacDonald is likely to be 
presented with a welcome oppor: 
tunity to reconstruct his 
Cabinet, by reason of the 
resignations of the sympathisors 
with the Left-wing point of 
will enhance that feeling. Still 
the development of the crisis re- 
calls 0 vividly the fateful week- 
end of August 1914 that undue 
emphasis ought not to be laid 
on purely party advantages. It 
also suggests that the Trade 
Union Congress Executive, while 
stubbornly standing out against 
the reduction of the Unemploy- 
ment benefits proposed, may not 
proceed to the extreme length of 
threatening a General Strike, as 
one message indicated. More- 
over memories of the fiasco of 
1926 may counsel caution, even 
if the forthcoming Congress at 
Bristol a fortnight hence should 
give an opportunity for the dis- 
play of a good deal of rhetoric 
on the subject.

Sentenced on Charges of 
Espionage 


Berlin, Aug. 18, 


Definite news has at last been 
received here regarding the fate of 
the two German airmen, Ratje and 
Koelber, who were brought down| 
‘with the Eurasia mail plane over 
Mongolia last month. Koelber, whose 
lett leg was amputated, is still in 
hospital, and is apparently under 
Jarrest, recovering but slowly. Ratje 
‘who escaped unharmed when the 
machine was fired upon was arrested 
immediately on landing on charges 
of espionage and was sentenced to 
Ja long prison term. 


The situation is rendered ex- 
tremely difficult by the fact that 
Germany has no diplomatic or con- 
sular representatives in Mor 
through which to effect the rel 
of the two airmen and has to rely 
Jupon the good offices of Moscow to 
forward her protests to Urga. 

It is understood, however, that 
through this channel a note has 
been despatched to the authorities 
at Urea, emphasising that the 
charges against the German airmen 
who were solely engaged in carry- 
ing mails are manifestly unfounded 
jand demanding that they be set 
immediately at liberty."

Impossible to Prevent Hankow 
Disaster 


Mx, F, W. ‘Maze, Inspector-Gen- 
ail of Customs, who fe now beck 
In Shanghai after his tour in the 
flooded area, was emphatic in 
verd:et as to the eausts of the flood 
wy by. the “North 
China Daily News". ‘The disaster 
struck Mr. Maze gs on? of colossal 
magnitude, He refused to attempt 
to emulate those who had estimated 
the damage or the loss of life 
figures. But, having made a th 
ough examination of the aMicted 
area, he hud come to the conclusion 
that’ the newspaper reports had on 
the whole, been reasonable. Indeed, 
he would not be surprised, when 
ports come in from outlying dis- 
triets which hitherto have remained 
silent, if the area of the distress is 
found to be greatly increased. 

‘But the point which Mr, Maze 
made’ was this; ‘the real cause of 
‘the disaster is the sudden and abnor- 
‘mal rainfall: simultaneously occur- 
ving in several distriets in the Yang- 
tze Valley and it is not due to any 
‘abnormal foods in the upper reaches 
of the river. In proof of this he 
cited the fact that, at Ichang, the 
‘water lovel was actually geveral feet 
lower than ‘the record, whereas in 
the Hankow area and other places 
further down the river record 
figures, or figures in excess of the 
record, were registered. 

‘Another most important point 
‘was made in regard to the question 
of the dykes round Hankow. Mr. 
Maze did not attempt to defend the 
oficials responsible for the adminis 
tration of the funds collected from 
the Dyke Taxes. ‘The fact romaine, 
however, that the'x alleged short 
comings’ have nothing whatever. to 
{do with the disaster. which has fal- 
Jen ‘on’ Hankow. The Chang-chih 
‘Tong Dyke, with the railway e 
dankment, forms a kind of semi 
cielo round Hankow. The dyke is, 
‘about 66 fect high and tho railway 
embankment is about 61 feet. Now 
the record height which the river 
has ever reached at Hankow was 
50 feet 6 inches in 1870. The rail 
way engineers, therefore, were not 
‘unreasonable in stopping. short at 
51 feet when they built. their em- 
hankment, and the constructors of 
the dyke were even more cautious. 
There axe limits to the eatent to| 
which a dyke can be a beneficent 
form of protection. If it is built 
too high, the danger is that it may 
accentuate the floods in less well- 
protected areas and so. cause the 

ter which it is designed 
That has been the ex- 
‘perience of engineers in America om 
the. Mississipi, in India on the 
Brahmaputra, and in China on the 
Yellow River. Moreover, up_ to 
Avgust 20 the Chang-chih ‘Tung 
Dyke had not failed. The floods in 
the rear of Hankow were ereated 
by the breaking. through of the 
waters through the railway embank- 
ment, but, if that embankment had 
not gone, Hankow would have suffer- 
ced just the same, because the river,

‘The rise in the waters every 
summer, due to melting of the 
snows in distant mountains, has the 
effect locally of causing an’ average 
rise in the water levels at Woosung 
of two feet, while at the mouth of 
the Yangtze the rise amounts to 
six inches. The only anticipated 
effect of the abnormal high water 
in the river nt Hankow is to pro- 
Tong the period during which the 
water at Woorung reaches its 
“summer” levels. 

Asked if any extra silting might 
be expected in the lower reaches of 
the Yangtze or in the Whangpoo, 
Dr. Chatley replied in the negative, 
although he pointed out that it was 
always difficult to prophesy. Most 
probably the extra water in the 
Yangtze would cause first a greater 
scouring effect subsequent 
silting would probably balance this.

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DREDGER SINKS IN 
COLLISION 


‘Three Drowned in River 
Accident 


Rammed by the North German 
Lloyd Liner Coblenz as she was 
proceeding up the Whangpoo River 
the Chinese dredger Hai Lung was 
sunk at 420 am. on August 18 
while lying at anchor off Tungkow 
Point, six. miles below Shanghai, 
‘with a loss of three Chinese mem: 
bers of the latter's crew, drowned, 

‘The bodies were recovered on 
‘Thursday. 

‘The entire crew of the dredger, 
which was operated by the Whang: 
poo Conservancy Board, were asleep 
fat the time of the accident.  Con- 
sequently those lost apparently dic 
Inot have an opportunity to gain the 
deck in safety as the craft san: 
‘within a few moments, With the 
depth of the water at the point the 
Hai Lung was sunk at only 
averaging about 85 fect, it is not 
believed that much difficulty will be 
fencountered in raising her. It is 
expected that salvage work will bo 
commenced immediately the 
‘wreck now constitutes a danger to 
navigation. "Beyond a. few" bent 
plates the Coblenz was not injured. 

Carrying 70 passengers and a 
‘miscellaneous, cargo, the Coblenz 
passed over the Yangtze Bar, being 
bound for this city from Northern 
ports, When she struck the Iai 
Lung, many of the passengers of 
‘the German vessel, awakened by the 
shock, rushed on desk in night 
attire, 

Captain N, Reher and his officers, 
however, quickly dispelled theit 
fears and boats ‘were lowered from 
‘the Coblenz in an effort to save the 
Jerew of the Hai Lung. Aided by 
several tug boats which had been 
escorting the Coblenz up the river. 
the small craft’ from the German 
vessel were successful in saving all

In China crises are always with 
Us, most of them much too 
serious to be treated with even 
occasional flippancy. Australia 
bubbles over every. week or 
It seems that, if things go on as 
they are for much longer, the 
world will have grown so ‘used 
to living in the midst of crises 
that the word will cease to mean 
anything out of the ordinary 
and. just be regarded as_ the 
normal condition of affairs. 
‘This may have been the motive 
of discovering an unemployment 
crisis inthis country. While 
the world was horrified to learn 
that the United States may have 
to support 7,000,000 unemployed 
this winter, statisticians sudden- 
ly discovered that China has to 
Support 200,000,000. ‘This is a 
‘super-crisis—something which, 
Vike the distance to the nearest 
star, staggers the imagination. 
It may well be asked: How is 
it this crisis was not discovered |: 
before? If the world is seriou: 
ly alarmed over a paltry 7,000,000 
in the United States, and | an 
average of between ‘two and 
‘three millions in other countrie 
how is it that the China figure 
has grown to such a proportion 
without somebody noticing it? 
The mystery defies solution. 
Modern methods should be 
instantly applied. Let the 
Minister of Industry immediate- 
ly retreat to Kuling to find a 
solution, Let the Legislative 
Yuan jake steamer to Japan and 
spend a week or so at Unzen 
drinking the waters. Let the 
whole Government, start travel 
ing hither and thither, so as to 
get, the apparently ‘necessary 
preliminary over and appoint a 
committee of experts to do some- 
thing practical about it. If 
Europe .can solve its crises, in 
this manner, why not China?
